160 Acres Limit 
on Tax Exemption 


And Not More Than One 


Acre of Town Site May 


Escape Taxation 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Attorney Gen- 


eral Jack Holt held Tuesday that the 
exemption of a homestead from tax- 
ation could not apply to more than 
160 acres of rural land owned by each 
property owner. 


The opinion, given to W. S. Miller, 


secretary of the tax division of the 
Arkansas Corporation 
Commission, 


said that a city homestead should con- 
sist of not more than one acre of 
land. 


The attorney general's opinion ap- 


parently follows the definition of a 
homestead as stated in Arkansas' orig- 
inal homcsteading law, rather than 
the new homestead tax exemption 
amendment. The latter merely states 
that up to $),000 declared valuation 
shall be exempt from taxation; but 
the original law of Arkansas defines a 
homestead as 160 acres of farmland or 
one acrcj of town site.

TF CONGRESS follows the advice of President Roosevelt, 
1 the Civilian Conservation Corps will soon be made a per- 
manent adjunct of our government. Mr. Roosevelt has recom- 
mended that its enrollment be set at 300,000 and that it be 
continued as a regular fixture. 


Aside from the fact that it is pretty expensive—and what 


are expenses, in this enlightened age?—this move doubtless 
will win widespread approval; for the CCC is one organiza- 
tion that has amply proved its usefulness in the last few years. 


It has been a fine thing for the young enrollees, and it 


has done a great deal of highly valuable work. If any of our 
"emergency" institutions deserve to be permanent, the CCC 
must certainly head the list.

A victim of chronic bronchitis is like- I last, all winter. Eventually, of course, 
ly to cough constantly, particularly 
during the night, when he is lying 
down. He coughs because the mucus 
which forms as a result of irritation 
in his bronchial tubes tends to ac- 
cumulate and interfere with breathing. 


Chronic infections of the bronchial 


tubes are common in certain occupa- 
tions in which a great deal of dust or 
fumes may be inhaled. The condition 
is likely to be associated not infre- 
quently with repented irritations of 
the bronchial tubes from smoking 
cigars or cigarets. Some persons are 
excessively sensitive to weather condi- 
tions such as fog and damp, and thus 
develop irritation of the lungs. 


Chronic bronchitis is more common 


in men than in women, usually appear- 
ing after middle age. 


There does not seem to be any special 


germ associated with the condition but, 
when mucous material from the tubes 
is examined, a mixture of various 
germs is most, frequently found. 


Usually the person who has chronic 


bronchitis may remember that for a 
good many winters he has had a cough 
und some trouble with his lungs, and 
that at first it lasted just a short time. 
Later, however, the condition seemed 


when the lungs r.re sufficently damag- 
ed, the coughing continues all year 
round. 


As a result of this continuous cough- 


ing, 
the victim of chronic bronchitis 


tends to develop a chest that is barrel- 
shaped and large at the base. He is 
likely also to be a thick-necked, rather 
heavy person.

Parents Rather Than Schools Responsible 


for Vandal Pupil 


When Tommy is nt home he must 


obey his mother and father. 


At school there is his tencher with 


almost complete rlictntorinl power. 


On the street, or at the neighbor's, 


certain rules bind him, the extensions 
of home government, so to sny. But 
with no one actually on the spot to in- 
sist on Kood behavior, ho is likely to 
throw off flic ties of government and 
become—just Tommy. 


Householders with property adjoin- 


ing the sohoolhouse are likely to com- 
plain to school authorities when their 
lawns are tramped or their walks 
paper-strewn. They figure that most 
of the papers are school papers, and 
that the thoughtless vandals must come 
under the jurisdiction of the teachers 
and principal. This is not the case, 
however. The child is responsible to 
his parents and to the city authorities 
unless he is on schiml property. 


Schools RIu.v Only I'ersuwle 


Frequently the powers in the school 


building undertake persuasion of their 
charges, beyond the bounds of the 
buildini!, beeau.se they feel that it re- 
flects on their discipline if the chil- 
dren, as soon as released, forget their 
manners. 


Yet all they can do is discourage or 


advise. Actually there is little they 
can do about vandalism on the part of 
any pupil. They may appeal to honor 
and civic spirit and decency, warn 
the childien to be quiet because of the 
very sick man down* the block, but 


here their authority ends.

from school. 


I would always speak to the child,

If it is serious enough 
to go before n justice, the parents must 
appear nnd answer for the young of- 
fender. The school is out of it, not 
only from a standpoint of low iitul or- 
der, but morally. 


Must Keep Within Bounds 


The child should be able to deport 


himself within bounds wherever he 
goes. It is his parents' responsibility 
to see that he does not throw papers, 
chalk sidewalks, spoil flower beds or 
track mud up private walks; his par- 
ents' responsibility that he confine his 
noise to reasonable cadences.

He 


Federalists Defy Patrol 


VALENCIA, Spain—{/Pi—The Span- 


ish government Monday night defied 
the coast 
patrol of the European 


"hands-off-Spain" 
Committee. 
The 


ministry of Marine and Air ordered the 
government fleet and air force to pro- 
tect all ships flying the Spanish flag 
and those of other countries asking 
protection in Spanish waters. 


liuch protection, it announced, par- 


ticularly would bo applied to ports on 
the Mediterranean coast where Ger- 
man and Italian ships were assigned 
for 
patrol.

Germany and Italy were assigned to 
the government-held coasts of Spain.) 


"If such protection requires sacrifice, 


it will be made without hesitation," 
the ministry announced.

ports. 


Germany, Italy Stored 


It enumerated the nations adhering

The ship- 
ments constituted about 75 per cent of 
all South Wales' iron ore- imports. 


The huge Welsh steel and iron trade 


is operating at an eight-year produc- 
tion peak but it is feared the output, 
speeded up by rearmament, may be 
severely hampered by the insurgents' 
blockade. 


It is a double-edged sword, further- 


more, since Welsh exports of coal to 
Spain have been cut from 1.000,000 tons 
in 1935 to an annual rate only one-sixth 
as high so far in 1937.
